A questionnaire mailed to 
California leaders ‘of both par- 
ties, to Democratic state chair- 
men outside of California and 
to political science professors 
at colleges throughout Califor- 
nia asked each to name the 
man he thought would get the 
Democratic nomination for 
President and the man he 
would personally prefer as a 
candidate. 

“Of course,” Bunzel said, 
“we obviously cannot say 
whose predictions are right 
until after the Democratic 
convention. And even then, 
the convention might pick 
the wrong man!” 


Returns from the guessers 
showed, California politicians 
of both parties leaning strong- 
ly toward Adlai Stevenson as 
the dikely nominee. .: Out-of- 
state’ Democratic leaders gave 
Senator John Kennedy a strong 
edge. 


The political scientists, while 
strongly favoring Stevenson as 
a personal choice, were much 
more conservative in expect- 
ing him to receive the nod at 
the convention. Sixteen expect 
to see him nominated; 13 see 
Kennedy as the man.

Menlo Park’s Dilemma: 


fexpediency or Principle? 
Menlo Park faces a dilemma this weck: 


Should the successor to Vaile Andrus on the city 
council be appointed, or should the city call a special 


. ‘élection? - 


The choice is a complicated one. It involves a choice 
between the practical expedient and the theoretically 
proper. 

Councilman Andrus’ resignation —less than three 
“tionths after his re-election to a new term — was officially 
announced to the council at its regular meeting Tuesday 
‘night. It had been prematurely leaked through parts of 
“The Press” a week earlier, and rumored in official circles 


_.évén prior to the April election. 


State law requires that the city council now appoint a 
successor within 30 days or call a special election. 


The situation puts in high relief Menlo Park’s 16-year 
practice of government by appointinent. The system cer- 
‘tainly has been successful. The city enjoys a reputation 
for fine government unsurpassed in the state. The council 
functions harmoniously—although not always unanimously 
+ for the best interests of the community. 

But the fact remains that Menlo Park’s government 
Jooks like a closed corporation. No one — since 1944 — has 
held a ‘seat on the city council without first having been 
appointed to that position. 

True, almost all councilmen in that period have faced 
the “will of the voters” at subsequent elections when 
‘their terms expired, but they ran with the advantage of 
‘the “incumbent” label in a town where controversy has 
been at a minimum. 


The lack of controversy, in itself, seems a token of 
the efficiency this city has enjoyed. But the popular 
exoneration of Fascism, in its infancy, was that “Musso- 
lini made the trains run on time.” 

Does this mean that governmental efficiency is meas- 
ured in inverse ratio to the amount of direct, popular con- 
trol of the government? We do not think so. 

The next point advanced in favor of the appointive 
system is that the best men available for public office 


_ will not submit themselves to the rigors of a “cold” cam- 


paign for that office, that only the self-seeking will run 
for a public position at the city level, a position that offers 
no inducement for the honest citizen other than prestige. 

Perhaps that is true in a situation such as Menlo Park’s 
where no man for 16 years has been able to announce his 
independent candidacy without running “against” an estab- 
lished, smoothly functioning system. 

Historically, there was sound purpose in the estab- 
lishment of a “dictatorship of reasonable men” in Menlo 
Park. Politics used to be rough and ready in this com- 
munity. Schisms and cliques and personal ambition ruled 
the town. 


The reasonable men took over, established the city- 
manager form of government, perpetuated themselves in 
power through the appointment system. 

Now, perhaps, it is time to give the city back to the 
people, to abandon the practical expedient that has func- 
tioned so smoothly, in favor of the democratic principles 
of free elections and a fair chance for everyone. 

An election, it is said, would cost money. It would 
in fact, cost of the city the equivalent of a half a cent on 
the tax rate. It is a negligible sum in contrast to a com- 
promise of our principles. 

Planning Commission Chairman Charles Anderson is 
_mentioned as the likely choice for appointment to the 
council. Anderson has proved himself in many ways. We 
would like to see him serve as a member of the city 
council. 

We would respect his new position all the more if he 
achieved it through a free and open election and in so 
doing put an end to Menlo Park’s appointive system, an 
expedient that has served the community well, but an 
expedient, nonetheless, that is increasingly compromising 
the spirit of local democratic government.

Is the town of Searsville 
actually covered by Searsville 
lake? Is there a cemetery un- 
der the lake? 

These tales about the lake 
have gathered over the years 
but there is no truth in them, 
said Mrs. Stuart Clapp, the 
present owner and operator of 
the Searsville lake resort. 

The logging town of Sears- 
ville was recommended to dis- 
band when the Spring Valley 
Water Company acquired the 
land to form a water storage 
area for San Francisco. 

The construction of the pres- 
ent 50-foot dam and the dis- 
appearance of the town of 
Searsville was in 1891. The 
dam is the head of the San 
Francisquito creek. 

In 1853, August Eikeren- 
kotter built his famed hotel 
where the valley loggers gath- 
ered before going down to 
Redwood City to sell their 
logs. The hotel disappeared 
after the town members 
spread throughout the valley 
in 1891. 

The site of the original Por- 
tola Valley school was in the 
town of Searsville but was 
moved to its present site on 
Portola road. The original 
school house burned and was 
replaced with the present red 
building which serves today 
as the library. 

The lake is 35-feet deek in 
the middle canal and 45-feet 
deep at the dam. 

The lake is an official “ob- 
servation station” for the 
United States Weather Bu- 
reau and submits a monthly 
report to the bureau. 

The Searsville lake park to- 
day offers 346 acres of picnic, 
swimming and recreational fa- 
cilities. It is also the summer 
home of the Sequoia and Palo 
Alto Girls Scout dam camps 
and the Yomah day camp.

Public Buildings Getting 
To Look Less Institutional 


Public buildings don’t look 
as institutional as they used to. 
and it’s largely because some- 
one has made the not particu- 
larly startling discovery that 
bolder-colored paint doesn’t 
cost any more than the duller 
“neutral” tones used hereto- 
fore. 

The more expansive use of 
color was made evident to 
members of the Menio Park 
School District board of trus- 
tees a couple of weeks ago, 
when they toured three new 
classrooms which have been 
constructed at Oak Knoll 
School. 

And a few months ago, pas- 
sersby noticed that the fence 
around the Hillview School li- 
brary court wasn’t just anoth- 
er plain fence; it was made up 
of green and yellow panels. 

It hasn’t yet been indicat- 
ed what colors will be used 
in the interior of the Menlo 
Park police station and the 
architect has before him on- 
ly that the building “harmo- 
nize” in style with the city 
library. These are supposed 
to set the pattern for future 
buildings in the civic center 
area. 

Since there are more new 
schools in the area than there 
are other types of public build- 
ings, however, they give a pret- 
ty good indication of the evolu- 
tion in thinking, where color 
is concerned. 

The old Central school — re- 
painted many times since it 
was first built in 1913—is prob- 
ably a good example of what 
one could expect from that era. 
It had cream-colored interior 
walls and ceilings, and natural 
wood trim. Some of the rooms 
later were apparently repaint- 
ed but the one-color paint 
scheme inside was about all 
that was used. 

Fremont School, first units 
of which were built in 1928, 
was a one-color paint job, too,

First “colorful” school seen 
hereabouts was the Woodside 
High School. 

Next, while realizing they 
can’t change all of the color 
schemes at all of the schools, 
Menlo Park district heads 
started adding color in other 
ways: By brightly painting 
classroom storage cabinets, for 
example. 

The district doesn’t re- 
ty very often, and usually 
ty very often .and usually 
when it does, it’s a contract- 
ed-out job. The district uses 
about $1000 worth of paint 
and painting supplies each 
year, according to Business 
Manager John Richert. 

Thus, the bolder colors in 
cabinets and storage racks is 
about the oniy modification of 
a classroom’s appearance that 
can be made. 

Meantime, there are areas in 
which the school district is 
making use of “bolder” colors. 
The principal one is in the 
painting of playground equip- 
ment which, when all’s said and 
done, doesn’t have to be uni- 
formly iron pipe-colored. 

Educators and_ architects 
Icng have argued as to what 
color of chalkboard is the best, 
most restful to the eyes and so 
forth. 

The Menlo Park school dis- 
trict has quite a few shades of 
chalk-boards in the various 
schools, possibly in response to 
new fads as well as architectur- 
al considerations. 

The district uses only one 
shade of chalk, however, al- 
though it’s argued by some 
that off-color chalk would 
contrast better, in some cas- 
es, with off-color chalk- 
boards. 

Finally, it ought to be noted 
that the district’s trustees un- 
derstand how important paint- 
ing is—and to whom. 

A few years ago, it was time 
to repaint Encinal School. The 
four male members of the 
board declined to choose a col- 
or; they left the job to the one 
woman member of the board, 
who chose the proper shade.

10 Years Ago: 
Building Activity 
Set a Record 


June 29, 1950: 


Building permits authorizing 
an all-time month record of 
$1,041,700 worth of construc- 
tion, including permits for 65 
single-family residences, were 
issued during June up to noon 
yesterday. 

A total of 82 permits have 
been issued thus far, Building 
Inspector J. D. Steiger stated. 
The number of permits for 
homes which were issued is 
also a record. 

Largest single unit authoriz- 
ed during the month was the 
Allstate Insurance Co. office 
building, cost of which was giv- 
en as $168,000 in the perimt. 
The building is now under con- 
struction at 321 Middlefield 
road. 


City Grants 
Told by State 


State funds set aside for 
city street work for the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1960, 
were $77,426.81 for Menlo 
Park, and $21,476.60 for Ather- 
ton. 

These figures represent the 
state apportionment to two of 
the 364 incorporated cities of 
California from the $32,080,631 
gasoline tax revenues received 
by the state. 

The increase in revenue of 
$1,637,078 over last year was 
apportioned by the State Divi- 
sion of Highways from the 
State Highway Fund on a pop- 
ulation basis specified by state 
law. 

State Highway Engineer 
J. C. Womack stated that this 
revenue from five-eighths of 
a cent per gallon is in addition 
_to more than $200,000,000 in 
state funds which is spent on 
California highways annually. 

An additional allocation of 
state highway funds is also 
presented to the cities for en- 
gineering expenses. These 
amounts range from $1,000 
for cities under 5,000 popu- 
lation to $20,000 for cities 
with more than one-half mil- 
lion population; $1,165,000 was 
the total allotment for 1959- 
60. 


RHS FALSE ALARM 

Firemen from Menlo Park 
Fire District rolled out to Rav- 
enswood High School in East 
Palo Alto at 4:43 p.m. Saturday 
only to find the alarm was 
false. The responsible persons 
were not diy-overed, 


into this year’s primary ele¢- 
tion. 

Engineer Wilson points out 
that previous plans called for 
using federal and state second- 
ary road funds—$104,399 from 
1959-60 and $102,631 from 1960- 
61 allocations. 

“If these funds cannot be 
cbligated by October 1 of 
this year, under the regula- 
tions applying to such ‘proj- 
ects, three-fourths: of the 
current apportionment, or 
$78.299.25, will be lost to the 
county,” Wilson reported to 
the board. , 

He said it would be neces- 
sary for the board to take ac- 
tion by July 1 in getting the 
project under way in order to 
save the appropriations. 

Board members, particularly 
William M. Werder, point to 
the county funds spent on the 
San Gregorio lateral from, this 
area. Then there is the direct 
line from Belmont to Half 
Moon Bay, only a few miles 
north of the Edgewood road 
extension. 

The 19th avenue lateral (a 
state road) connecting San Ma- 
teo-Hayward directly to ‘Half 
Moon Bay is expected to be 
started fairly soon ‘by the 
state. 

This would give the south 
county area sufficient east- 
west laterals, while the north 
county area is badly in need of 
a new, modern cross-county 
road. Wilson points out that 
the proposed lateral to the 
coastside from either Millbrae 
or San Bruno is a particularly 
expensive project and one that 
would have to be planned and 
financed over many years. 

Certainly Redwood City and 
other south county residents 
would like to see the Edgewootl 
road extension go through as 
Wilson proposes, The fact that 
a portion of the San Francisco 
Water company property 
would be involved does not 
present too big a problem. 
They have a lot more land how 
than they actually need and it 
would be good for this’ county 
if that acreage were reduced. 

The fact does remain that 
the north county needs such 
a highway more than does 
this area. No doubt the San 
Bruno Coastside lateral 
would run into the millions, 
but it seems that it should go 
on the drawing board and 
some attempt. be: made to 
to bring it into line for fed- 
eral and state funds. 

With Wilson so insistent on 
Edgewood, is it possible that 
both projects could be worked 
out for an early start? No use 
throwing away $78,299 the fed- 
eral-state vovernments.are will- 
ing to hand over for a badly 
needed road. 

NEW COUNTY OFFICES 

The board of supervisors has 
approved preliminary plans 
for the new five-story office 
building that may or may not 
be constructed just north of the 
new hall of justice. The ‘“‘may” 
means that there is no money 
for the job. 

The talk now is for a bond 
election in November to fi- 
nance the cost, estimated at 
$1,917,300. That figure un- 
doubtedly would rise with 
equipment and special fees. 

The necessity of moving the 
county schools department, 
county engineer and other. of- 
fices into the administration 
building rules out a chance of 
using the popular pay-as-you-go 
system. Too big a project,. they 
say, and bonds are cheaper 
than lease-purchase, 

San Mateo county has one of 
the smallest bonded debts’ of 
any county of any size in the 
state. But this does not mean 
that a four-month selling: pro- 
gram would make voters any 
more favorable to a bond issue 
in November. The rising as- 
sessments, even with lowered 
county tax rates, mean that the 
bills keep going up—even if it 
is the school districts that take 
everything they can get. 

Speaking of schools, we 
notice the Sequoia Union 
High School District may ev- 
en lower its rate a cent or 
two. Undoubtedly this could 
be called the big “salve” job 
to get citizens ready for a 
big permissive tax rate boost 
in the fall, and who knows, 
maybe another multi-million- 
dollar bond issue. 

Undoubtedly the taxpayers 
could stand a two-million-dol- 
lar issue for the proposed ad- 
ministration building. The part 
we don’t like is that we would 
have to pay hundreds of thou- 
sands extra in interest which 
would raise the cost to $3 mil- 
lion or over. 

We like the way’ officials 
have constructed the hall of 
justice, court buildings, librar- 
ies and such without bonds. 
Surely we can wait for the ad- 


ministration building a few 


years until pay-as-you-go funds 
can be accumulated. In. fact, 
we think the board will have 
to proceed on that basis any- 
way, because the péople don’t 
seem in any mood to approve 
ANY kind of bonds!

~ Color Are Fun 


You ‘ean make a little soil 
26 slong w1Y, have quick col- 
or where you want it and have 
a potful of fun ¥¢ you go iu for 
potgardening. There is a wide 
variety of plants which can be 
potted to brighten any corner 
of your porch, deck, patio, etc, 


Geraniuns and pelargori- 
ums offer a real color punch 
and are most adaptable to 
pot culture. Their single or 
double flowers come in pur- 
est’ white, as well as shades 
of red, pink, purple and sal- 
mon in roundish clusters on 
long stems. Some fave round 
or kidney shaped leaves with 
scalloped | margins; others 
have strongly patterned con- 
trasting leaves. All ger.ini- 
ams and pelargoniums thrive 
in full sun; or in interior cli- 
mates, give them light shade. 


In‘the foggy coastal belt, pel- 
argoniums reach their ultimate 
beauty. Martha Washington 
Geranium or Lady Washing- 
ton Pelargonium have showy 
flowers of two inches across In 
white and many lust shades of 
pink, red, purple with brilliant 
blotches and markings of deep- 
er colors. They are especially 
attractive in pots, 3 when 
their roots are confined, it re- 
duces a tendency to straggli- 
ness. For all geraniums and 
pelargoniums,. all it takes to 
keep plants in glorious form is 
adequate watering, light fertil- 
ization, cutting back older 
plarits, and removing faded. 
flowers. 

Dwarf and semi - dwarf 
French marigolds offer ma- 
ny-splendored blooms in 
pots, Limited root space forc- 
es these plants into bloom 
sooner than if they were in 
the open ground. (Not so for 
“big sister’ African mari- 
gold which wants richer soil 
and deeper root run.) Two 
of the All-America selections 
for 1960 are Spun Gold and 
Fandango, a red and yellow 
double. These can be combin- 
ed with old favorites such as 
Butterball,Sunkist or Yellow 
Pigmy. As long as you con- 
tinue to remove the faded 
flowers ... Vive la French 
marigolds! 

Petunias; succulents, tuber- 
ous begonias, dwarf dahlias 
and chrysanthemums, fuchsia, 
lantana, ageratum . . . the list 
goes on and on of plants which 
will ‘give you gay splashes of 
potted color through fall. For 
your particular requirements, 
the best thing to do is let your 
imagination run rampant — 
then. check with the nursery- 
man as to cultural require- 
ménts of your selection. He 
happily will help you find the 
right plant for the right pot; 
and give you a specific formu- 
Ja for the soil mixture best 
suited for it. And don’t forget, 
in pot.gardening, YOU are the 
rainmaker.

And what is Leadership? I: 
it limited to the playgrounc 
directors, the teachers in the 
schools, the clergymen, the 
social worker, the administra- 
tor or boss, the foreman, the 
parent, or perhaps even the 
small child? Each of these 
lJeads someone, somehow, 
whether largely or minutely. 
We may say even that leader- 
ship is close to being synony- 
mous with influence. For to 
lead implies that one takes 
the initiative in an action or 
influences another toward an 
action or thought or way of 
life solely through the lead 

er’s influences. 

The leader may lead others 
toward valuable goals, yet the 
goals may be either “good” o1 
“bad’” goals. However, when 
we speak of leaders and lead- 
ership, we are more frequent- 
ly speaking of the “good” type 
of leaders and therefore we 
shall not dwell on the bad or 
opposite swing of the pendu- 
lum. 

Many qualities are found 
in the make-up of the true 
leader, and one of the most 
important of them is in- 
sight. The ability to know 
ones’ self and then to seek 
te know others and their 
qualities and abilities is 
the first step towards in- 
sight and leadership. 

The leader exercises insight 
when he is concerned with the 
individuals in the group, their 
feelings toward each other 
and toward the leader. He 
also is able to put the wishes 
of others above those of his 
own, and is able to stand aside 
and view the group and him- 
self and evaluate objectively 
in terms of the goals desired 
and necessary for each indi- 
vidual concerned. 

IN THEIR SHOES 

It might be said that the 
leader puts himself in the 
shoes of those who are follow- 
ing him, and sees things as 
they see them. He is empa- 
thetic. 

We might also say the lead- 
er considers himself a partner 
with his followers; he is work- 
ing with them and they are 
working with him, not for 
him. 

Humility, sense of humor, 
faith and love’ are also im- 
portant qualities of a good 
leader. 

Another important quality 
of leadership also might be 
inspiration and enthusiasm. 
Generation of enthusiasm of 
course is only possible when 
the leader himself is sin- 
cerely enthusiastic. This 
also brings up the quality 
of sincerity—a quality which 
is. sought by many and is 
respected by all. 

The leader who truly is sin- 
cere in his duties as a leader 
will succeed and his group 
will gain a great deal. How- 
ever, sincerity may also move 
toward the wrong goals and a

Yes, followership, that ob- 
scure quality that every 
good leader must (and I can- 
not emphasize the MUST 
enough) possess. For to 
lead is to follow, to accept 
the ideas of others above 
the personal ideas of self, 
to be able to take a “back 
seat” as it were, and let 
others be in the limelight.” 

Leadership vs. non-leader-
